Such an agreem ent, he said, should 
be part of the general revision of the 
tariff law which he estimated should 
be made high enough to raise $350,- 
000,000 more than the present custom 
of about $700,000,000. 
The reciprocal agreem ent, he pro­ 
posed, would give the allies advant­ 
age over other nations in American 
m arkets, in exchange for sim ilar con­ 
cessions granted the 
United 
States 
abroad. 
Attacking 
free 
trade 
proposals, 
Longworth said: 
“I don't think that it is quite re­ 
spectful for the debtor countries to 
assum e that their debts, honorably 
contracted, are not to he paid in full, 
but if it should eventuate that the 
only possible 
way to collect these 
debts would be to surrender to the 
nations of the world the home m ar 
ket of America, I should say let us 
sacrifice every, cent of the money 
owed us rather than sacrifice Indus 
trial independence. 
“ President W ilson’s proposed way 
is taking down the bars against the 
world in order to enable certain na­ 
tions of Europe to dispose of several 
billion dollars worth of goods here

Great Britidn In 11)13, only one year 
before the great war broke out and 
brought about a situation which was 
saved only by the British navy, sug­ 
gested through Winston Churchill a 
naval holiday, 
ltepresentatlve Hens­ 
ley of Missouri at that time made the 
proposal the subject of an approving 
resolution

United States. 
The resolution, how­ 
ever, was net adopted. 
There have been some peculiar sug­ 
gestions advanced as to navy building 
programs. If leis been asked, “Why Is 
It not a- well for the nations of th© 
world i" !»*■ equally weak as equally 
strong in armament?” Mr. Chur, hill's 
plan contemplated simply a “no battle­ 
ship building” program for all nations 
for one year.

So far as the matt* r of its being 
just es \v**ll for the nations to ho 
equally weak as equally strong Im con­ 
cerned, the only reason for the build­ 
ing of battiest! ps by any one country 
Ss that It may loop pace In naval con­ 
struction with t i e other powers.

get ahead of lr lest lf war should come 
annihilation for the weoker sea power 
should come with It. 
So It: has been suggested, perhaps 
Idly, hut nevertheless with 
enough 
seriousness to cause sonic reflection, 
that all the nations should go hack 
to the wooden ships and smooth-bore 
guns which cost so little. 
If no coun­ 
try had anything hut ships of «>uU nod 
canto* i cl ordinary Iron, all fleets, save 
of course for a preponderance of num­ 
bers In some cases, would be equal 
when meeting broadside t<* broadside. 
It has been asked why equal weakness 
wouldn’t serve th** same purpose as 
equal strength. 
The battle would go, 
so the argument runs, as nearly always 
It must go lf luck lie eliminated, to the 
more skillful belligerent. 
Now all this may seem utterly fool­ 
ish, and probably if is so, for no nation 
Is likely to go back to the days of the 
Constitutions, the Temeraires and the 
Victories, hut In a way the proposal 
points out tin* portion which some 
men take on the whole disarmament 
question.

who have done io'tolo deeds 
w l*i< I. 
have gone unrecognized.

all tim gallant things that wen* done

tinguished Nervi***? crosses enough to 
go around. 
Captains, lieutenants ari l 
privates performed great

The Medal of Honor, which Is th** 
highest d'rorntlon the United States 
government given, can Im* given only 
to those who have done something be­ 
yond th*' rail of duty and which lf 
they had not don** would not submit 
them to criticism. The Medal of Hotair 
can lie given, however, only for an act 
that has been attested by several wit­ 
nesses.

Lieutenant Craven’s Gallant Deed. 
A new paper mon w ho Is a t lose 
friend has told me flu* story of Lieu­ 
tenant Graven of th** British naval 
reserve who performed a moat glorious 
ti, •el In iii** storm-swept waters off 
Ireland when th** destroyer of which 
In* was In command, th** Mounsey, was 
a part of a convoy which bud In chares 
a

number of 
ships carrying 
American troops and civ Ilians.

Th** storm was so ter­ 
rific flint everything loose on all ships 
had been carried av*, ay. 
Nobody ex­ 
pected to Se** th** in lid. 
'l'he vessels 
w**re almost helpless In tin* driving 
seas. 
All ut once one of th** trans­ 
ports, tin* (Pronto, ran on a rock. Tim 
waves were heating on her grindingly, 
nm! lf seemed virtually Impossible that 
any help could reach her. 
Lieutenant 
(’raven. In command *>f lh** Mounsey, 
with the spirit of obi “I’ll try Sir Mil­ 
ler," mail** tip Ids mind to do what he 
could. 
Four times In* brought tits de 
strayer alongside tim (Pronto, only to 
have hor grind away again. 
Once 
more he cam* 
alongside. 
A wave 
struck 
tim (Pronto and she fouled 
with tlu* Mounsey, tearing a great bole 
to the stern of the destroyer 
Tile 
sailors instantly went ova r the side 
with canvas to stop tin* Inrush of tile 
v aters. 
I leutennnt Craven In flint awful sen 
tinnily managed to hold his destroyer 
alongside th** transport ami rescued 
Tdd American soldiers who Jumped to 
tin* Mounsey’a deck. 
It was eau* of 
the most heroic deed* known to sea 
warfare. Fly** hundred Americans lost 
their lives, hut if it had not been for 
flu* high courage of tills lieutenant of 
tin* British navy the numb**- would 
have been 1.20(1 
('raven’s deed should 
l»e 
remembered, 
and 
seemingly 
the 
Unit***! states should do the remem­ 
bering. 
Why No Medal for Richardson? 
In this war many Injustices were 
done to men. 
In some cases they may 
have been Inadvertent, hut in other 
cases it seems almost Impossible to 
account for th** fact that the <lt*<*ds 
of certain soldiers were ox erie* tied. 
A great many Americans know 
tin* 
ens® of Brig. Gen. Wilds I*. Richard­ 
son, who went to France, served 
In 
tin* field and then after th** armistice, 
when the trouble occurred in Arch­ 
angel, was ordered up there in com­ 
mand of troops to save a cradar situ- 
at Ion. 
Richardson went to Archangel and 
with a little fighting and with a great 
deal of firmness, diplomacy and tact 
brought about order, won the respect 
and love of hts men, and did a world 
of service for th# United States. 
When 
Richardson 
left 
Archangel 
aft* r having performed ids great deed. 
he was told that he had done his work 
well, but when It cann* to the distribu­ 
tion of medals many men who never 
had been in such a situation as he, 
and who never had performed such a 
high service, were given Distinguished 
Service medals. 
It ohardson did not 
get one and when he returned to the 
United States he was reduced to his 
old 
regular army 
rank 
of 
colonel 
while a grant many young soldiers 
were jumped over hts head and made 
brigadier generals in tho regular army. 
This Injustice caused Richardson to 
apply for retirement from the service.
